The Relaxation Dodge- ,^ 

— Opinions of tiih Pukss. — 
To those of our readers who liavo 
not ocoesfl to, Qntarip journals, n few 
extract3p,tojiding. .to. Bhow„ "how II ic 
land lies" in relation^toj^h^. ''relaxa- 
tion" of the railway covenant sought 
by Mr.,Ma(jkenzie, will bo' inteifesting. 
We ooinmence with a ■leading' article 
in the Mail. 

"There is every probabilitj' that 
BritiHh (Joluinbian allaira will occupy, 
tho uLtentiou of Parliament at an early 
dav. Tho Domiuiou Government 
have broken faith witJi the peopl« of 
that Province.' Mr. Madkenzio ac- 
kiiowloJgoa thia in bib addiess to tho 
oluctora of Laiubton. and uayi it will be 
nooeaaary to nrruiigo with tlio Govern- 
ment of tho Proviuoe for a rolaxatioii of 
the terms of Union. TJie evidence is ra- 
pidly cuxumulating that at the moment of 
■wrilinff these words (he Premier was dicker- 
ing with the politicians of the Pacific Pro- 

cince Mr. Mackenzie, tlio 

evidence shows, ia ready to iiicruiisc the 
grant of tho previous Govorninuut by no 
leas a sum than §110,000. Xiie pronoKul 
was, of course, received with iniinito 
Bafiafaction. It was so good that several 
loading nioa of the Province could not 
bring thoniaelves to believe that tho Do- 
minion Government intending doing 
anything so niagniiicent. Tho trouble 
waa thfey did not see that there waa a 
cloven foot in tho buai.ies.s. They did 
not see that Mr. Mackenzie had already 
in view the •'rolaxatiou" of tho teriua of 
whioh he speaks in the recently issued 
address. I'hey did not seo that ho was 
ofifering them a sop to consent to tho 
breaking' up of those terms of Union 
which were solemnly agreed upoa only 
after much earnest thought aud prolon- 
ed negotiation. But tho "cat seems to 
have got out of tho bag." 

Then follows n leading article from 
our own columus, uijou which the 
editor of tho Mail comments thus: — 

"This is tho whole case briefly stated. 
It ia matter of serious moment that the 
undisturbed quiet of the youngest Pro- 
vince of the iJominioQ should be ruth- 
lessly provoked because the caijacity of 
themen who con.stitute tho Government 
of'-'the'day ia not equal to tho carrying 
out of the mnguifieent achemo so seriously 
grappled with by the previous Adminis- 
tration. Wo vei-y much doubt if British 
Columbia will have aught of the stone 
whioh Mr. Mackenzie oilers to it in the 
ploda^dl the bread for which it bus been 
longing and hungering the-io years back ; 
and wo are quite satisfied that when his 
gravinij dock bribe comes to be nnderstood it 
will he rcimdiatad with the scorn mid con- 
tempt tc/iich so disyntrifiil a ptojfer (lc::cr- 
ves." Surely this is plain enough. 

Let us now turn to a fi})eecli de- 
livered at Ottawa by the Hon. ?ilr. 
Scott, a member of the Mackenzie 
Government. Talking of the Pacific 
Bailway, he said, "I fear it will not be 
biiilt by this government, nor the 
next • government, nor by mauy a 
povernmont to come. Tho IMiiii.stry 
would have a line by watar ami rail- 
way to the Rocky Mouutains; PRUil 
THERE TllBY' WOULD BUILD A 
WAGGON ROAD THROUGH BRI- 
TIH COLUMBLV.. "We know tiuit 
under the Coufedeiation Act Britiyii 
Columbia was entitled to tlie r;iil\vay; 

BUT HE noi'EU TIIEV WOCI.D hi;i; lllU' IT 
W.V3 IMPOSSIBLE .V3 CONTE.Ml I.ATiCJ), AlS D 

NOT MAKE ANY DISTURBANCE." 
Next we have the Ottawa Citizen com- 
menting upon tho same .subject and spe- 
cilically charging tho governmunt witii 
ATrEim'i.sei TO BiuBE iJumsii Columbia 
into allowing a foreolosdlle op thk 
Union Tueatv. 

The Balloville Intelligrncer says: — 

''If you wnut any addilioniii proof of 
what thodo Terms are, wo liud it in the 
signiticant omission from Mackeuzie'Li 
policy of any reference to tho route on 
tiie British Uoluinl)i;i side uf the liocliy 
Mountains— and tho ailniissiou iiiiuld iii 
tho Glo'.ie that it will take twenty yi urs 
to construct tho great uatioiml 
work. Does any one supiJoso that Bri- 
tish Uolnmbia will wait twenty years be- 
fore communication ia opened up with 
that Province? Does any one imagine 
that her business men will wait a liic- 
time for Canada to build thii iuLniwHy, 
when tho avenues to wealth ami inn.^iiiM i- 
ty and power are opening up from oilier 
BOurceaV Tho Railway policy (jf the gc^v- 
orninent, the more it is considered, is 
\vholly indefensible, on political, commer- 
cial, and niitiomd grounds. Unless de- 
feated, it will result in tlio isolation of 
Britsh Columbia, her falling into tin; 
orras of tho Great llepuhlic, and tho 
weakening of our hold ujion our North- 
west torritoriea; and evt'i-y loyal Canadian 
should hghtagainst it." 

Turning from tho Oppoaitioii to the 
Minuitcrial press, we tiud a leading ar- 
ticle in the O.tawa Times, the acknow- 
ledged mouthpiece of the Administra- 
tion, concluding with the following 
* justification of i.tho "dock bribe",— 
on tho ground that 

"Our Pacific Prorinct; has a r/iiiin iijinr 
the strict letter of our bond n-ilh h<ir, tifk-r 
the intimation of an intontion lo ri'-npiMi nc- 
gotiiitionn, \Dith the object of securing A r:j's 
easier to Canada in regard lo this same sori- 
ouft railway entarpmef" 

. Here is an admission of tho grava- 
men of our charge. It is a tacit ad- 
mission—a complete coiilirniation of 
our worst fears; and when such bfate- 
ments and aduiisaions as tliosu arc 
coupled with tho telegram sent J ly Mr. 
DeOosmos to the Mackenzie government 
stating that ''the'railway policy is ac- 
ceptable hero," tho whole cousj^iracy 
appears in all its black turpitude. 
The murder is out!
